lenergy,” for they know little of the

their desires 
| strongly enough and théy have the 
sum of money in hand sufficient to pay ; 
| for the*commodity or toy or what-not 
even though it is marked at a price 
far beyong its worth, they will be the 
|first buyers. Their sense of propor- 
| tion or relative values is not develop- 
'ed and the lesson of the wise use of 
| money is only one which is learned 
through long years and too often as

}cent you have and all you-can borrow,

None ean reconcile the sheer 
untouched face with the glacial markings along its top, 
and in the same way the paintings along the face are an 
unsolved riddle. ‘‘Who put them there’? and “what 
do they mean’? are: unanswered questions. Along 
the face of the Big Rock a few feet above the waterline 
Bre the hieroglyphic records of an unknown people.
